Before statutes can have the re­ 
spect of self-respecting people the 
statutes must conform to the great 
elemental law of right. 


Oh, there’s a glorious magic in the 
gentle rain. 
Bringing 
the 
verdant

their 
wealth of golden grain! 


In times of stress such as we have 
now% men in their business affairs 
should stay with that in which they 
have proven their skill and ability. 
It is no time to c h a n g e occupations 
or venture on new experiments. 


As predicted by our Contributing 
Editor. Hon. Fred W. Davis, in his 
resume of the actions of the late 
legislature printed elsewhere in this 
issue. Governor Sterling vetoed the 
measure limiting the powers of the 
Highway 
Commission 
in 
locating 
state highways. 


It is a melancholy 
Measure at 
best that comes from saying “ I told 
you so.” 
But be it remembered that 
F AR MING warned the wheat farm ­ 
ers last year that the Farm Board’s 
purchases, cif surplus wheat 
would 
rise up to plague them when the next 
harvest came around. 


The farmer who }<? equipped with 
rforage facilities en his own farm 
need not, unless he wishes to, sacri­ 
fice his small grain at present prices. 
Every bushel he tan store in safety 
and take off th' market helps that 
much towards th* country’s recovery 
from the present harvest slump. 


Because grain and feed crop* can 
scarcely he sold for enough to pay 
harvest oo^ts, no one shoo’d 
feel 
justified in wafting any of it. Plenty 
of feed is a -urance against forced 
sale of live stock and the farmers 
safest 
protection 
against 
an 
evil 
greater bv far than lowr prices— a 
feed famine. 


With a phenomena! corn crop in 
Texas just now* reaching maturity, it 
is time for th? annual debate to 
break out as to whether th* damage 
to th* unripened cr rn is more than 
the value of the forage saved by 
harvesting th* corn fodder. 
Be the 
merits of the contention what they 
may w always f'dt, on th* one hand, 
that it affords: those of us who do 
not like the work of saving it a good 
a !ihi while the fellow who caves it 
never loses I v harvesting any thing 
when it is read\. 


America may yet pay dearly for

S Q U A R I N G T H E TAX C IR C L E . 


There is no doubt but that the 
Texas system of taxation i.s proving 
hurtful *o the state’s industrial de­ 
velopment. 
The last legislature had 
presented to it, and seriously con­ 
sidered, more forms of discrimina­ 
tory tax than are healthy for a com­ 
paratively undeveloped empire. 
We 
don’t want industry to get the idea 
that m r tax policy is as uncertain as 
Mexico’s and perhaps as grasping. 
At the base of our trouble lies the 
persistent effort to rid ourselves of 
th* ad valorem tax and shift the bur­ 
den to the shoulders of the “ big cor­ 
porations.” We’ve won confusion and 
turmoil, but we haven’t won relief. 
No one can be blamed for seeking 
to rid himself of financial burdens, 
but it seems that we’ve gon* about 
the task like the student who tries to 
square the circle. 
For generations 
people have been attempting to shunt 
the tax burden to other shoulder*, 
and as yet no success has been re­ 
ported. 
To the contrary, all 
the 
evidence points to the possibility that 
a direct tax. indiscriminately levied 
against all the people, is the most 
reasonable tax. 
The,more we try to 
shift the tax. the more we multiply 
it. 
A tax against business or industry 
simply adds to their cost of doing 
business. 
And what do business and 
industry 
do 
with 
their 
overhead 
costs” 
They distribute it to the price 
charged 
for their 
merchandise 
or 
their products, add a profit and sell 
it back to the very people who im­ 
posed the tax. 
Until we devise some means where­ 
with wealth can he prevented from 
passing its tax*s back to the consum­ 
ers of food, clothing, building ma­ 
terials, light and power and fuel, 
we’d save money by paying directly 
to tho state as much of the tax as 
is possible. 
The only sane and safe way to 
reduce the tax burden is to effect 
economy and efficiency in govern­ 
ment. 
lf more energy were expend­ 
ed in this direction, and less in the 
attempt to square the tax circle, 
more money would remain in the tax­ 
payer’s pocketbook. 
The above from The Editorial Di­ 
gest is filled with truths, all of which 
wTe endorse. 
But its application is not so easily 
done. 
For instance, to levy any kind of 
a tax “ indiscriminately” is to do 
exactly the opposite of what 
the 
word usually implies. 
A tax not to 
“discriminate” against the weak must 
he levied on all in proportion to 
their ability to pay. 
Hence the jus­ 
tice of a graduated tax that would 
reduce 
thr- 
burden 
on 
the 
small 
home-owner 
who 
is 
struggling 
to 
maintain a home of his own to the 
point where with ordinary thrift he 
can do so. 
Some such system is the only safe­ 
guard we have against eventual land 
monopoly, tenantry 
for tho 
small 
farmer, and rn “ passing on” of the 
tax burdens of th** landed gentry to 
the 
over-burdened 
hacks 
of 
their 
tnnams to he paid by the toil and 
sweat 
of a 
hopeless 
and 
helpless 
peasantry. 


Thousand* of acres of land from 
which small giain has just been har­ 
vested are being broken to ’ie barren 
through the summer to be h iked bv 
a burning sun and 
blox*nn by the 
winds 
What Tex.s need? most as 
a “ soil conservation” measure Is a 
summer

field*. 
Herein lies an opportunity 
for the Experiment Stations' most 
useful exploration*- 


Apropos of a communication on 
the third page of thij* ^ 
up of FARM­ 
ING. anent the use of jute vs. < 
ton bagging, it hits been tim editor’s 
observation over half a century of 
active and intimate contact with the 
cotton industry that this discussion 
breaks out afresh with every period 
of low prices for the staple. Rut lik > 
the weather, “ nothing is ever done 
about 
it"— or 
if 
attempted, 
bad 
matters are made worse. 
Back in the early 90*s the F arm ­ 
er’s Alliance inaugurated a 
move­ 
ment for wrapping cotton in cotton 
cloth but abandoned it because the 
fabric was not- and never will be— 
adapted for wrapping ee*ton r » long 
as it is packaged in its present heavy 
and clumsy manne r and handled with 
grappling hooks, like something in­ 
destructible or of little worth. 
Of all archaic thing- Ua* 
have 
failed to keep pace with 
modern 
progress, the cotton bale is certainly 
it. 
It has not changed since the days 
of ox-cart transportation and slave 
labor and incidentally the commer­ 
cial world buys it from the producer 
and handles it a 'te r its receipt on 
the 
basis 
of 
being 
a 
slave-labor 
product. 
Hence, before cotton can occupy 
the dignified position in the commer­ 
cial world to whi -h any product of 
free-lahor is entit ed, or can be suc­ 
cessfully wrapped in its own fiber. 
it must be packaged in a manner less 
in keeping with ancient and long- 
passed custom* and more in keeping 
with modern commercial usage. 
Until that is dine, jute must of 
necessity remain t ie most ecom'Tnieal 
and 
only 
practii a1 
covering, 
and 
farmers should insist on its duty-free 
entry to this country, fur. iiecause of 
the tare charged against the cotton 
farmer, the ‘ax on jute is one tax 
paid by the wrapper of the package 
at the wrapping end and not by the 
consumer at the opening end, as is 
true in most tariff taxes. 


The plans for the F irm ers’ Short 
Course. to be held as usual at Col­ 
lege Station July 27 to August I, 
embraces the general theme of " In ­ 
creasing the profit comfort, culture. 
in flounce and pow er of every farm 
family.”

T H E T Y R A N N Y O F B U R E A U ­ 
C R A C Y . 


The President’s reference in his 
speech af King’s Mountain to “ the 
tyranny of bureaucracy” needs no 
elaboration for Americans who un­ 
derstand and value their heritage of 
liberty. 
But there are many Ameri­ 
cans who do not. 
If there were not 
many we should not have had in re­ 
cent years a vast growth of bureau- 
cracy^ repeated invasions by govern­ 
ment in spheres of private activity, 
the tendency of disrontent or im­ 
patient reform to turn to politics 
and 
government 
for 
relief 
which 
could better be had from private 
initiative and cooperation. 
Our father* knew 
better. 
Thev 
were wisely jealous of all forms of 
political or governmental power, and 
sought earnestly to put checks upon 
it*and to restrict it within the limits 
of 
essential 
authority. 
For 
they 
knew' that the state is government, 
and government is officialdom and 
politics. 
Socialism seeks to escape from the 
oppressions of private 
elf interest 
by submitting us to the oppression of 
government. Its appeal is based upon 
a fallacious idealization of the state 
and 
of the nature 
of officialdom. 
Socialism in actuality is and can be 
nothing but 
bureaucracy, 
the 
im­ 
position upon the individual of the 
will of the offical. 
To establish the tyranny of bur­ 
eaucracy in America would be not 
only to barter our heritage for a 
mess of pottage, turning away from 
the inspired lessons of our own pro­ 
gress, but it would put a fatal cheek 
upon 
that 
progress 
ar J 
submit 
American 
free 
men to 
intolerable 
regime of 
pestiferous interference 
and restriction. 
Moreover, it would 
be the most difficult of all forms of 
tyranny to escape or overthrow'. 
It 3 
evils would be subtile and pervasive, 
not concentrated and dramatic. 
A 
monarch may be beheaded. 
Rut the 
tyrant bureaucracy, a many-headed 
monster, entrenched at the sources of 
all pow’er, would be impossible to de­ 
stroy.— Chicago Tribune. 


As evidence of how Intermixed in 
all things human are good and evil 
one needs but mention the present 
policy of making government bonds 
non-taxable. 
As the bonds if taxable 
vvoud have to be sold high enough to 
cover thn tax as well as satisfy the 
lender in the amount of interest he 
is willing to accept, it was reasoned 
and correctly so— that non-taxable 
bonds would secure cheaper money 
and thus save the taxpayers the ex­ 
pense of paying the tax out of w’hich 
the bond buyers would first mulct the 
government by lending it the higher 
priced 
money 
and 
then 
turning 
around and paying their taxes to the 
government. 
In other words, it was 
to forestall the money lenders from 
passing their taxes directly hack to 
the people and save the waste and

That far it works well and 
governments from th* nation down 
to the smallest governmental 
unit 
can get plenty of cheap money. 
Rut 
taxes on roal property and industry 
have become so intolerably high that 
there is a studied effort to stimulate 
bond issues in order to find non­ 
taxable investments and money is 
withdrawn from industry in anticipa­ 
tion of finding such investment until 
business languishes and 
unemploy­ 
ment threatens to biing on famine 
conditions in the midst of plenty.
